The death of Mr. McBeth resulted 


from a disease of the stomach, from 
which he had suffered for more than 
a year and which had confined him 
tc bis bed for the past two months. 
His disease was of a peculiar nature 
thai pnzzl'dthe i hyslclan?, and ar- 
raogemeats have be<_u made for hold 
ing a post mortem tximiaation over 
the remains. 


The deceased was born at Sterling 


shire, Scotland, August 10, 1827,. aod 
therefore was agea 69 years, 4 months 
and 3 days. He caaae to this country 
in 1S4S and spent several years in 
Boston, Mobile and New Orleans, fol- 
lowing the trade of ship buildirg 
which he bad learned in bis native 
country. 
In 1850 be went to Cali- 


fornia 
and 
made a comfortable 


fortune in the gold 
fields. 
He 


came to Allen county in • 1862 and 
purchased the farm now owned by 
bis son, W. A. McBeth, and later 
purchased the homestead on which 
the McBeth lake is now situated. 
During the latter part of the civil 
war Le served in the 155tb regiment 
O V. Itl and returned here at the 
close of the war. He was married 
wbiie yet a young man and leaves 
two sons, W. A. McBetb and 3. O. 
McBeth. His wife died a few years 
ago, and since that time bis niece 
had kept house for him. About two 
years ago be removed to tbis city, 
and until bis deatb occurred, occu- 
pied the residence on south West 
street. 


The deceased was a member of the 


local Masonic order and also of the

The funeral services will 


be held Sunday, but all arrangements 
have not yet been cmpleted.

Kay fie Used B? the C., H. & D. a* 


a Motive Power 


On T&alr Suburban Sallwty Line* - 


Track Between Hamilton and 
town to Be CfMdL—Note*. 


Tbe C , H. & D. Rill way are con- 


templating the use of compressed air 
as a motor far their new system of 
suburban travel. Tula line is push- 
ing out in all directions, and it is 
their intention to bave the best ser- 
vice la tbe #est. So far as outlined, 
the plan ot tbe C , H. & D. Railway 
is to use the Ic urteen miles of track 
between Hamilton and Middletown, 
which was built and used for Woods- 
dale Island business, and canned this 
tract; with the s-treet railway system 
of Middletown, whicb the C., H. & D. 
Kiiiway recently purchased. From 
Middletown to Franklin, seven miles, 
tbe company can build over their own 
right-of-way. 
There is already a 


street railway system in Franklin, 
and it is proposed to make a traffic 
arrangement with this line, thus 
saving expense of dividing profits. 
Between Hamilton and Cincinnati 
the future has cot yet been fully de- 
termined. There are now fifty-two 
passenger trains daily over the C., H.

1 The operation of mannfaotnring 
•etrews from'wdod pnlp ia one of the 
new industries. For this purpose, as 
described in The Lnmberman, nn- 
Wefiobed pine is ased, aozne China 
. day. alkali, &t! soda, and glue stock 
being added to the palp. Finely 
ground bone, miied freely with 
tsoBers* greasss, is combined with 
a -swrBish, aud about ten pounds put 
into a 250 pound tank of the pulp. 
A lubricant for the fiber ia found in 
the use of a gallca of lard, oil, and 
-water as well as chemicals for frre- 
prooSng can be used at- this stage if 
desired. The casting of the mixture 
iBto variously shaped screws is now 
dose, after which the threads are 
cot. The casting molds have to be 
cast on the condensirig principle. 
TSiey dsereasa in size about a third 
as the pslp dries, thus compressing 
the fibe? coznpacfely.

Mr. Smith 
said that while the crevasse bad exist- 
ed for about five yc~rs, its existence 
had not been known until a few 
months ago. 


He said that he had but recently ex- 


amined the crevasse and that it was 
about half a mile in length ajid con- 
stantly extending so that about a third 
ot the water which should flow 
through the Eads jetty channel was 
diverted. He urged the great impor- 
tance oJ an immediate appropriation 
for the reparation of the damage. 


Captain Woodward stated that he 


had recently inspected the break and 
that both the vessel that he went down 
on and the one he returned on were 
stuck because of the low stage of the 
water. 


He said that there had been no high 


water In the lower Mississippi for the 
past two years and that without a 
rise to scur the river out and without 
the repair of the crevasse ihe^p wos 
danger that the south pass would be 
closed permanently. 


The Eads Jetty company had, he 


said, tried to mend the break, but had 
not succeeded. He also said that the 
company was. under 
the circum- 


stances, finding it difficult to main- 
tain its 26 foot channel below the crev- 
asse. The hearing was continued un- 
til Monday.

Deal 
ing at the stores is by cash or depos- 
it — that is to say, you can deposit 
£W or ,£20 or more and trade against 
that, the cashier sending you a no- 
tice when you have reached the lim- 
it.

grown a great establishment of uni- 
versal supply. The top floor has a 
refectory, where one may get a 
lunch unexcelled iu London, and as 
the stores are thronged from 10 
o'clock in tho morning until 6 
o'clock in tho afternoon the refresh. 
ment room is generally fully occu- 
pied. Liajited to the service of tick- 
et holders, the stores may bo said to 
have an exclusive patronage, and.it 
is "the proper thing" to trade at tbn 
stores. — London Latter.

Tho first clocks manufactured in 


this country wero by Eli Terry, nt 
Plymouth, Conn., in'1703. Tho man 
ufacturo soon bucaniooxtonsivo, and 
Connecticut wooden clocks were 
famous all over the country. 


His ix'lkv-tiou, vary ing in numbers 


and value, as ho has at different times 
sold from and adclf 1 to it» was for 
the first time oxhibirod to the gen- 
eral public at tho Paris exhibition in 
1S73, where it attracted much atten- 
tion. Two or three years ago it was 
believed that tho pearl industrv in 
the Little Miami had about died 
away, and it is probable such is real- 
ly the case, yet tho high, waters of 
the present year have unearthed 
new mussel beds, and piles of fresh- 
ly opened shells may be seen along 
the banks of tho little stream. A 
few pearls of good quality have been 
found, and Sir. Harris, following Ms 
usual custom, has secured some of 
the best of these and placed them all 
immediately in a safety deposit vault 
in Cincinnati. 


He often runs across curios- that 


are outside of the regular line, and 
he has secured what could perhaps 
not be found in any other collec- 
tion in this country. Ho has been 
prominently mentioned inne:irlyall 
the books on gems and the articles 
in newspapers and magazines on 
pearls that have been published in 
the last decade. Thus it was that a 
Scotchman, who has been nearly all 
over the world exploring rivera for 
whatever curiosities he might find 
and who is always anxious for new 
fields to look over, had his attention 
drawn to tho Waynesville collection 
and visited him some months ago. 


During a conversation between the 


two gentlemen it developed that the 
traveler had in his possession a quan- 
tity of what appeared to be pearls, 
but which were totally unlike any- 
thing heretofore classed with these 
valuables. Mr. Harris, ever on tho 
alert for something new, immediate- 
ly examined and gained possession 
of the entire lot, which he designated 
as "dead" pearls. They are identi- 
cal, in his opinion, with, those that 
were in an ancient catalogue made in 
1749 by an Englishman, John Wiu- 
throp, F. K. = S., classed as unripe 
pearls. 


The real value of these dead pearls 


is very small, their worth lying only 
in their oddity and rarity. Many of 
them are of a dark brown, or nearly 
dead black color, and thoy vary 
from these through the shades of 
lighter brown and very dull yellow, 
some of them having streaks and 
blotches of nearly pearly white. A 
very few of them have points that 
are almost brilliant, and these would 
make fairly good settings for studs 
or other ornaments. In shape they 
are most oddly at variance and diffi- 
cult of description. One is a littlo 
larger than tho short cross section of 
a common lead pencil and looks as if 
two small specimens of the pictured 
old fashioned beehive had been fas- 
tened together by their bases ; anoth- 
er resembles a toy top and another ;i 
miniature walking stick. Some are 
cono shaped, some irregularly elon- 
gated, some banded by a raised sec- 
tion of a lighter hue, and some look 
as if they had been turned out by a 
lathe. — Cincinnati Tribune.
